Bicycle and pedestrian activists demonstrate on Figueroa Street.

Quashing the hopes of local bicycle activists, at least for now, First District Councilmember Gil Cedillo 
will not go ahead with plans to install formerly approved bicycle lanes on Figueroa Street in Cypress 
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Park and Highland Park, a Los Angeles Department of Transportation-approved proposal which would 
have required the removal of a lane for auto traffic. 

“I will be deferring the implementation of any bike lanes on Figueroa until I can ensure all residents who 
travel along this corridor will be safe,” he said in a letter sent out this week to constituents. 

Curiously, Cedillo cited the forthcoming implementation of Mayor Eric Garcetti’s Great Streets project, 
which will include the Figueroa Street Corridor, as part of his reasoning for halting the bike lanes. 

The Great Streets program would include various strategies for improving bike traffic, but no specific 
bike lanes. 

The changes would include: 

•Reconfiguring existing traffic signals 

•Installation of pedestrian/bicyclist-activated hybrid beacons at uncontrolled crossings Figueroa 

•Curb ramps to provide access for folks using wheelchairs, strollers, walkers, crutches, handcarts, 
bicycles, or who have other mobility restrictions 

•Pedestrian lighting, with an emphasis on illuminating pedestrian crosswalks 
•Highly visible Continental Crosswalks at intersections 

•Curb Extensions in order to shorten the distance that pedestrians have to cross on Figueroa 
•Street Furniture, Bicycle Racks, Corrals, and Fix-it Stations 
•Landscaping, Street Trees, & Parklets 

Local bicycling activist Josef Bray-Ali, founder of Figueroa 4 All, a group advocating the bike lanes, was 
furious at the move, telling the Arroyo Seco Journal, “(Cedillo) is a liar for breaking his campaign 
promise, and an immoral man for keeping the streets dangerous and unhealthy. Cedillo does not care 
about the lives of motorists, cyclists, and pedestrians. 

“He cares about one thing: staying in office as long as possible," Bray-Ali continued. “That is wrong, and 
he shouldn’t be allowed to hold our community hostage to his political whims. Does a city council office 
stop the Building and Safety Department from instituting safe building codes in a given district? No. We 
don’t let politics get in the way of safety, except when it comes to Cedillo and bike lanes.” 

A group of local concerned residents which included Historic Highland Park Neighborhood Council 
President Monica Alcaraz also recently marched to Cedillo’s Highland Park field office wearing Dia de 
Los Muertes face paint, to voice their concerns and honor those who have died in pedestrian/traffic 
accidents on Figueroa Street. 
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The proposed bike lanes and “road diet” would have restriped Figueroa to create bicycle lanes from 
Avenue 26 to Avenue 52, and remove a single vehicle lane, which many opponents say would create 
more vehicle traffic. 

Councilmember Gil Cedillo’s office did not return phone calls asking for comment on this development. 
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
